WASHINGTON, Feb. 8—Victor­ 
ious in sending the 1940 Democra­ 
tic national convention to Chicago, 
advocates of a third term for 
President Roosevelt today were 
supporting a September date for 
their convention.

Employes Disgruntled

they did not receive a $10 a month 
pay increase they said waa “pro 
m ised” them. Mooney said pay in­ 
creases had not been promised. 
Male employes now are paid an av­ 
erage of $80 a month and m ainte­ 
nance and women employes $30 
a month and m aintenance. There 
are 132 employes.

continent.

She then reviewed the economic 
position of the country and told 
of the political situation of the 
republics starting 165 years ago. 
Continuing, she took the subject 
of

consideration tracing the birth of 
Pan-Americanism from its incep­ 
tion in 1826 through various con­ 
ferences to the last in Panama in 
1939. 
She said that “The Pan- 
American Union is an institution 
# having an official character but 
lacking

power, 
created 
and supported by the 21 American 
republics for the purpose of foster­ 
ing 
mutual 
understanding 
and 
cooperation, its essential duty be­ 
ing to make effective the resolu­ 
tions adopted by the conferences. 
It should be regarded as a vast 
coordinating step in collective se­ 
curity.” 
Closing her talk Miss Mattinson
